The Vulcan postoifice was op¬ 
ened on September 15th, DUO, Prev¬ 
ious to that dale the people of the 
district were served by the postoifice 
located at Reid-Hill, opened in 1900 
by A. Reid; Thigh Hill opened in 
1908 by C. R. Deal; Alston, Nanton, 
Brant, Hicksburg, Loma and Heam- 
leigh.

When the Thigh 
Hill office was closed the Vulcan mail 
was delivered to the 1 Reid Hill office. 
And still the trips were made to 
bring the load to town. It was late in 
1911 before the train service came 
through to Vulcan. From then on the 
town mail was received by rail. When 
the train service was established 
Vulcan became the distributing point 
for postoffices located at Heamleigh, 
Eastway, Arrowwood, Reid Hill, 
Lawndale, Armada and Loma. Since 
that time many of these names have 
been written in history. Arrowwood, 
Reid Hill, Armada still have offices. 
The rural route now supplies mail to 
sections where postoffices were land¬ 
marks in 1911. During the years of 
th e Great War a rural route that 
served district resident west to Rich¬ 
mond Hill was discontinued. These 
residents today get their mail in 
town. The other route still continues 
north, 

All these twenty-five years, since 
the establishment of the postoffice 


by Elves Brothers, later used as the 
first home of the old Bank of Hamil¬ 
ton. This building was constructed in 
I June, 1910, on the section of land now 
north of the railway. 


The townsite 
was surveyed in the fall of that year, 
and the building was moved to' its 
present location-in November, 1910. 
The Bank' of Hamilton, now amalga¬ 
mated with the Bank of Commerce, 
moved to'quarters across the street, 
and the stock of Elves’ Bros, general 
store was moved to their new store, 
where the King Drug Store is now 
located, in the fall of 1912.

Of solid brick with cement 
basement and with new and modern 
equipment for the handling of mail 
the new postoffice was opened on De¬ 
cember 19th, 1930, in time for the 
Christmas rush—of that year. In the 
new building every facility was made 
for the rapid handling of mail. A date 
cancelling machine was added to the 
layout, wickets in location for pat¬ 
rons, boxes m neqt ensemble, with 
many other improvements.

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Richardson Denounces False 
40c Wheat Production Cost 
Figures Attributed To Him 

Deliberate Attempt Made to Mislead Public Concerning 
James Richardson’s Evidence Before 
/ ' Wheat Board Committee — 


Advocates Profitable Price to Farmer 


Certain farm agitators and propa¬ 
gandists have been attempting for 
some yeqrs to inflame the public 
mind against the Grain Trade and 
those associated with it. The meth¬ 
ods have been to issue unfair propa¬ 
ganda and to place a false and un¬ 
founded interpretation upon the 
words and actions of those whose 
views differ, from their own. A glar¬ 
ing example of the sort of misrepre¬ 
sentation referred to is cited below, 
and must meet with the strong dis¬ 
approval of fair minded farmers in 
Western, Canada. 

Mr. James A. Richardson, Presi¬ 
dent of Janies Richardson • and Sons, 
Limited, on June 21st and June 24th, 
1935, appeared at Ottawa before a 
Special Committee of the House of 
Commons hearing representations in 
connection witfiNhe Canadian Wheat 
Board Bill. ' i 

Following presentation to the Com¬ 
mittee of Jji§ statement covering var¬ 
ious phases of the Canadian Grain 
Trade, Mr. Richardson was examined 
by the Prime Minister, the Right 
Honourable R. B. Bennett. In the 
course of this questioning a discus¬ 
sion took place concerning the cost 
of producing wheat in Western Can¬ 
ada. The evidence and examination 
of Mr. Richardson requiredy^ome' 
hours and occupied 65 printed pages 
of evidence containing more than 
45,000 words. The excerpts from the 
verbatim report of the proceedings 
dealing with the discussion on cost of 
producing wheat reads as follows: 

Right Honourable R. B. Bennett— 

“Now, Mr. Richardson, how much 
do you think the farmer should be 
paid for his wheat in order to break 
even. You have had a large exper¬ 
ience in all branches of,the businessr 1 
how much should he have, not to 
make a profit, but just to break 
even ?” 

James A. Richardson—“Well, I 
have heard farmers say if they had a 
fair crop of wheat and got 40 cents 
on the farm they could get by; they 
would not be making any maney, 
but they could get by all right.” 

Mr. Bennett—“Forty cents bn the 
farm?” 

Mr. Richardson—“Yes.” 

Mr. Bennett—“In Alberta that 
would mean what price on the market 
for No. 1 Northern—you mean No. 1 
or No. 2 at forty cents?” 

Mi;. Richardson—'Well, 1 .would 
say the No. 1.” 

Mr. Bennett—“No. 1 at forty cents 
on the farm?” 1- . • 

Mr. Richardson—“I suppose forty 
cents would apply in connection with 
all that he had.” 

Mr. Bennett—“I see what you 
mean. Now, Mr. Richardson, that be¬ 
ing so what would the price be on the 
market for that sort bf wheat; how 
much would you have to allow for 
freight?” 

Mr. Richardsn—“Well, 15 cents a 
bushel would be high, it would be a 
top freight.” 

Mr. Bennett—“That is the top 
freight isn’t it?” 

Mr. Richardson—"Yes, sif, 12 cents 
average freight.”, 

Mr. Bennett—“So that to the peo¬ 
ple in tlie country it should be 55 
cents; you think that would' be a sat¬ 
isfactory figure for the farmer?” 

Mr. Richardson*—"No, sir, 1 do not; 

I want to see the farmer get just as 
high a price as we could sell his 
wheat fpr in the world's markets. I 
am not satisfied to indicate any price 
other than the best price we can pos¬ 
sibly get for him.” 

Mr. Bennett—“You see, what has 
been suggested by one of the witnes¬ 
ses is that the government through a 
board should establish a minimum 
price and if wheat went below that 
price it should be subject to subsidy 
or assistance. The Chairman of your 
own grain exchange submitted prac¬ 


tically that proposal. The board 
would have to arrive at a minimum 
price, and if the price established by 
supply and demand in the markets oi 
the world went below that figure 
there should be some provision made 
by which the farmer would receive 
the difference. That is why I wanted 
to get from you some idea as to mini¬ 
mum price?” 

Mr. Uicliardson—“If you appoint 
the board, Mr. Chairman, in tne tall 
of tlie year once the crop of the nor- 
tnern nemisphere is assured and we 
ha>e tne imormation on which to 
lorm a little more intelligent 'idea 1 
would be glad to give my views and 
1 am sure 'everyone else in the grain 
trade will, as to what we would think 
that price ought to be. I certainly 
would not attempt to do it now before 
knowing what the crop of the north¬ 
ern hemisphere is going to be.” 

, 'Mr. Bennetf—“1 thought probably 
that was in your drind <and tnat was 
the reason I asked you what you re¬ 
garded as a reasonable price to the 
tarmer lor his crop, just to produce 
it, leaving out for tne moment the 
question of profit, and that you say 
is 40*cents?” 

Mr. Richardson—“I do not say any¬ 
thing, except that 1 have been told 
by good farm people who know the 
business.” 

Mr. Bennett—“You have had some 
thing to do with ‘farms, haven’t 
you?” • ' 

Mr. Richardson—“Yes.” 

MY Bennett—“My information is 
that you have operated farms?” 

Mr. Richardson—“Yes, sir.” 

My Bennett—“Did you ever pro¬ 
duce any wheat at 40 cents a bushel?’ 

Mr. Richardson—“Weil, I am a 
coarse grain grower myself, 1 could 
tell you more about what it costs to 
feed hogs and steers. 

Mr. Bennett—“But you have your 
own wheat?” 

Mr. Richardson—“I could not tell 
you what it costs to grow it, but 1 am 
sure it was a big price.” 

Mr. Bennett—“Would it be more 
than 40 cents?” 

Mr. Richardson—“I could not tell 
you what it' is, because I have never 
calculated it.” 

Mr. Bennett—“I see.” 

Mr. Richardson—“I am sure that 
if I took interest on-the’ money in¬ 
vested in my farm and everything 
else into consideration the figure 
would be high.” 

It will readily be seen that a price 
of 40 cents per bushel, plus freight, 
bringing the price to 55 cents per 
bushel was neither advocated nor 
stated as a fair price by Mr. Richard¬ 
son. He advocated that the Govern¬ 
ment should take steps to regain and 
extend the market for Canadian 
wheat, and that governmental assist¬ 
ance be extended to farmers under 
existing conditions and prevailing 
world prices. 

By extracting a single sentence 
from more than 45,000 words dealing 
with Mr. Richardson's evidence, an 
attempt has been nfade, by those who 
are not concerned in placing th e truth 
before the farmers, to make it ap¬ 
pear that Mr. Richardson was advo¬ 
cating a price of 40 cents per bushel 
for wheat to the farmers of Western 
Canada. It will be clear from the 
foregoing evidence that Mr. Richard¬ 
son did not in any sense advocate 40 
cent wheat— Nevertheless deliberate*'! 
ly misleading information was issued' 
by the Alberta Wheat Pool in their 
Weekly Budget of News to the Week¬ 
ly Newsepapers of Alberta in an at¬ 
tempt to mislead the farmers Into 
believing that Mr. Richardson con¬ 
i'sidered 40 cents as being a price 
basis which * our Canadian farmers 
should be prepared to accept for 
their wheat. 


Similar misleading reDorts have 
appeared in newspaper organs pub¬ 
lished by Pool grain handling organi¬ 
zations and misleading statements to 
the same^effect have been circulated 
and repeated throughout the country¬ 
side. . 

The Wheat Board Bill as originally 
introduced in Parliament made no 
provision for a guaranteed minimum 
price to the farmer. The producer was 
to get an initial payment and a parti¬ 
cipation certificate similar to .the 
method followed under the Wheat 
Board of 1919. Mr. Richardson advo¬ 
cated that the farmer be given a 
guaranteed fixed minimum price, 
ihe bill was subsequently amended 
by the committee to provide for this 
proposed fixed minimum price to the 
farmer. In the course of his evidence 
dealing with the need of assisting in 
obtaining a fair price for the produc¬ 
er, Mr. Richardson said: 

“If our Government wants tq 
give our farmers financial assist¬ 
ance under existing conditions 
(and I would certainly like to see 
them do it), then there are several 
ways that this can be done. I con¬ 
sider it is possible tc assure our 
producer a guaranteed .fixed price, 
but still to permit an open market, 
so that if our market declined be¬ 
low the fixed price the farmer 
would get a certificate from the 
elevator company! entitling him to 
collect the difference between the 
fixed price and what his wheat act¬ 
ually realized. The farmer might, 
on the other hand, if thought ad¬ 
visable be paid a direct subsidy. It 
is a government problem as to how 
this matter may best be met, but it 
must be accepted as a fact, that the 
foreign buyer will continue to buy 
wherever he can buy the most with 
his money, and that he will tpke 
full advantage of depreciated cur¬ 
rencies in certain parts of the 
world, and it is quite futile to try 
and induce him to subsidize citi¬ 
zens of other countries. . . . 

“I would rather like to see the 
farmer assured of a fixed minimum 
price, that would give him some 
protection against depreciated cur¬ 
rencies of the southern hemisphere 
and a board with authority to use 
stabilizing influences in the market 
if they thought it were necessary, 
and to feed out our surplus wheat 
as and when the market would take 
it, and try to allow the trade the 
largest possible freedom, and to 
act as a stabilizing factor, as an 
insurance and safety factor; to op¬ 
erate largely in that way would de¬ 
pend, of course, a great deal (on 
good judgment being employed.’* 
These persons who have sought to 
place Mr. Richardson in a wrong 
light in the minds of the farmers of 
Western Canada had available to 
them the above statement.* Yet they 
apparently sought to .mislead the far¬ 
mers whom they are paid to serve. It 
is difficult to catch up with misrepre¬ 
sentation and falsehoods. 

Mr. Richardson feels that in addi¬ 
tion 4o production costs, farming 
industry, like other forms of busi¬ 
ness, should reap a fair margin of 
profit. 

Mr. Richardson hag spent his en¬ 
tire working life-time in the grain 
business. The firm of which he is now 
the active head commenced handling 
grain of Canadian farmers in 1857. 
For 78 years it has 'served (he grain 
producers of Canada, and it will con¬ 
tinue so doing in the same fair and 
efficient manner that has character¬ 
ized all its dealings. 

Restoration of wheat prices to a 
profitable level to the producer and 
the sale of Canadian wheat, rather 
than its storage in the bins of Can¬ 
ada, are the end to which Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson has worked and will continue 
to work. Mr. Richardson operating in 
the handling and exporting end of the 
Canadian grain business, has the in¬ 
terests of the Canadian farmer much 
more to heart than -those who have 
caused loss of markets for Canadian 
wheat and who now seek to bury 
their folly by spreading false' and 
matfdTous statments concerning the 
grain trade and those engaged In 
the grain business in the hope of 
causing elimination of sound compe¬ 
tition. 

In view of the quotations of the 
exact words used by Mr. Richardson 
before the Committee, we believe' we 
can rely upon every fair minded far¬ 
mer to condemn the untrue state¬ 
ments that have been made and the 
unfair inferences that have been 
drawn.—JAMES RICHARDSON &

Something new in the history of 
the grain business in Western Can¬ 
ada developed this week when the Al¬ 
berta Pool Elevators announced its 
intention of cutting the storage rates 
•for grain carried in its elevators by 
approximately one-th?H effective 
from August 31, 1935 to August 31, 
1936, 

Pool Elevators will charge l-45c a 
bushel for grain in store instead of 
l-30c a bushel a day—the rate which 
has prevailed for many years. The 
new rate will apply for grain stored 
in its over 435 country houses as well 
as in its four terminals at the Pacific 
coast, 

Alberta Pool Elevators is a co-op¬ 
erative organization owned and op¬ 
erated by Alberta farmers. In that 
position it considers it a privilege to 
be instrumental in reducing costs in 
some measure to the grain growers 
in a year when crops have suffered 
severely from drouth, hail and frost.
